The No. 2 Republican in the House 
said Tuesday that the chamber 
won’t pass another short-term fed- 
eral funding bill to avert a govern- 
ment shutdown if talks between 
the GOP and the White House fail 
to produce a 2011 spending agree- 
ment by an April 8 deadline. 

Majority Leader Rep. Eric Can- 
tor of Virginia said “time is up” and 
that it’s up to Democrats control- 
ling the White House and the Sen- 
ate to offer significant spending 
cuts as part of legislation to fund 
the government for the rest of the 
budget year. 

“We’re going to need to see a 
deal struck where our members can 
go home and tell their constituents 
that we’re doing what we said we 
would do,” Cantor said. 

Cantor’s remarks to reporters 
suggest that Republicans could 
advance a stopgap bill if an agree- 
ment is struck between Demo-

Wal-Mart Sex-Bias Case 
Hits Possible Court Block 


Washington 

The Supreme Court appears ready 
to block a massive sex discrimi- 
nation lawsuit against Wal-Mart 
on behalf of at least a half-million 
women, and that could make it 
harder for other workers nation- 
wide to bring class-action claims 
against large employers. 

The 10-year-old lawsuit, argued 
in lively exchanges at the court 
Tuesday, claims that Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc., the world’s largest 
employer, favors men over women 
in pay and promotions. Billions are 
at stake if it goes forward. 

The case also could affect the 
future of other class-action law- 
suits that pool modest individual 
claims into a single action that cre- 
ates the potential for a large judg- 
ment and increases the pressure on 
businesses to settle. 


Tipping Point 

Both sides in Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc. V. Dukes have painted the 

case as extremely consequential. 
The business community has said 
that a ruling for the women would 
lead to a flood of class-action law- 
suits based on vague evidence. Sup- 
porters of the women say that if the 
court sides with Wal-Mart, it could re- 
move a valuable weapon for combat- 
ing allsorts of discrimination, (ap) 


In Tuesday’s arguments, sev- 
eral justices suggested they were 
troubled by the case and lower 
court decisions against Benton- 
ville, Ark.-based Wal-Mart. 

The split among the justices 
raised the prospect of an ideolog- 
ically divided ruling by the court 
this summer, (ap)

After the Sept. 11 attacks, there were 
grim questions about the future of 
the shaken, dust-covered neighbor- 
hoods around the World Trade Cen- 
ter. Would residents flee uptown or 
to the suburbs? Would the epic job 
of rebuilding lower Manhattan be 
too much to bear? Who would want 
to live so close to a place associated 
with such horror? 

As it turns out, plenty of folks. 

Census figures released last 
week show that the number of 
people living near ground zero 
has swelled by about 23,000 since 
2000, making it one of the fastest- 
growing places in the city. 

About 45,750 people now live 
in the part of Manhattan south of 
Chambers Street, which encom- 
passes ground zero. That is more 
than twice as many as there were

NewYork City's entire population, 
according to the 2010 census— up 
2.1 percentfrom 2000. (ap) 


during the last census. 

There was also significant 
growth a little farther uptown. In all, 
82,137 people were counted as liv- 
ing south of Canal Street, 15 blocks 
north of the trade center. That is an 
increase of 43 percent from 2000 in 
an area that includes the Financial 
District, Battery Park City, China- 
town and TriBeCa. 

“People should be proud,” said 
Julie Menin, head of a local com- 
munity board. “New Yorkers could 
have abandoned their experiment 
in downtown living after 9/11, but 
it didn’t happen. It proved our resil- 
ience.” (AP)

Tough Back-and-Forth Over Libya 


World weighs its role 
as rebel push falters 
without air support 


Ras Lanouf, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi’s forces ham- 
mered rebels Tuesday with tanks 
and rockets, turning their rapid 
advance into a panicked retreat from 
Bin Jawwad in an hours-long battle. 
The fighting underscored the dilem- 
ma facing the U.S. and its allies in 
Libya: Rebels maybe unable to oust 
Gadhafi militarily unless already 
contentious international airstrikes 
go even further. 

The rout of the rebels, who 
pleaded for air assistance Tues- 
day, illustrated how much the 
opposition relies on international 
air power. Only a day earlier, they 
were storming westward in hopes 
of taking Sirte, Gadhafi’s home- 
town. They were within 60 miles 
of the city before Gadhafi’s forces 
drove them back. 

It was the second time that 
rebels have pulled back from an 
attempt on Sirte. An earlier retreat 
almost ended their movement, as

Olive Branch in Syria 

Syrian President Bashar Assad fired his Cabi- 
net on Tuesday and promised to end widely despised 
emergency laws— concessions unlikely to appease 
protesters demanding reform in one of the most 
hard-line nations in the Middle East. The overtures, 
while largely symbolic, are a rare compromise, and a 
government crackdown on demonstrators has killed 
more than 60 people since March 18, according to Hu- 
man Rights Watch. (AP) 


$550M 

The price tag so far for the U.S. mil- 
itary efforts in Libya, mostly for 
bombs and missiles, officials said 
Tuesday. That does not include pay 
for U.S. forces, officials said, (ap) 


Gadhafi’s forces nearly stormed 
their capital, Benghazi, before the 
airstrikes began 10 days ago. 

With the possibility of a mili- 
tary deadlock looming, 40 foreign 
ministers; U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton; the heads 
of NATO and the U.N.; and Arab 
League delegates met in London to 
discuss how to help Libya. 

“We believe [Gadhafi] must go. 
We’re working with the internation- 
al community to try to achieve that 
outcome,” Clinton said. 

A spokesman for the Interim 
National Council, the opposition’s 
political movement, suggested to 
reporters that Libyans were pre- 
pared to fight their own battle. 

“We are not asking for any 
non-Libyan to come and change 
the regime,” Mahmoud Sham- 
mam said. (AP)

Insurgent Siege in Iraq 
Leaves 56 Dead, 98 Hurt 


Baghdad 

Gunmen wearing military uni- 
forms took hostages at a local gov- 
ernment headquarters in Saddam 
Hussein’s hometown, killing 15 of 
them execution-style before blow- 
ing themselves up in a fiery end to 
an hours-long siege, Iraqi officials 
said. In all, 56 people were killed 
and at least 98 were wounded. 

The attackers set fire to the 
bodies of three slain councilmen 
at the Salahuddin provincial coun- 
cil headquarters in Tikrit, said the 
province’s media adviser, Moham- 
med al-Asi. Among the lawmakers 
was an official who was known for 


his tough stance against al- Qae- 
da in Iraq, which some officials 
blamed for the attack. 

Salahuddin Gov. Ahmed Abdul- 
lah called the attack “a tragic inci- 
dent carried out by ruthless ter- 
rorists.” 

Officials said the standoff in 
Tikrit, 80 miles north of Baghdad, 
began when the attackers blew up 
a car outside the council headquar- 
ters before their raid. 

The gunmen identified them- 
selves as Iraqi soldiers at a security 
checkpoint outside the compound 
but then opened fire on guards and 
overtook the second floor of the 
council headquarters, (ap)

Circulator Fare May Rise 


□DOT also considers 
adding, Losing routes 
over the next decade 

Transit 

The D.C. Department of Transpor- 
tation’s draft plan for the Circulator 
bus system’s next decade includes 
proposals to add and subtract 
routes, and increase fares. 

One route, the National Mall 
loop, has been canceled for this 
year. Another proposed for suspen- 
sion, the north-south route link- 
ing the convention center with the 
Southwest Waterfront, will be elim- 
inated only over the impassioned 
protests of people who live in the 
Southwest neighborhoods that it 
serves. The fare increase would 
double the rate for those paying 
with cash, so they would pay $2, 
while those using SmarTrip cards 
to pay would be charged $1.50. 

The transportation department 


has scheduled a public meeting on 
all the proposed changes for 6 p.m. 
Thursday in the Ohio Room at the 
Capital Hilton, 1001 l6th St. NW, 
near L and l6th streets. 


New Additions? 

The D.C. Department of Trans- 
portation’s report sets new stan- 
dards for ridership, efficiency 
and community enhancement 
that could be achieved by ex- 
panding the Circulator system 
beyond the five routes now op- 
erating. 


Like every transit system in 
the region, the Circulator oper- 
ates through the kindness of tax- 
payers. Fare box revenue covers 
a fraction of the cost. The report 
proposes raising the amount of 
expenses recovered through fares to 
25 percent. The Circulator has never 
raised its $1 fare, while Metrobus has. 
The Metrobus fare is now $1.50 with 
SmarTrip and $1.70 with cash. 


Many riders take the Circula- 
tor because it’s user-friendly, with 
its distinctive red, black and gray 
buses and easy-to-understand 
routes and schedules. But many 
also are aware that they’re get- 
ting a bargain compared to the 
Metrobus fare. 

On the one hand, the $2 cash 
fare would keep payments sim- 
ple and speed boardings. On the 
other hand, the Circulator wants 
to have about 20 people boarding 
each bus per hour. 

Questions remain about wheth- 
er raising the fare would push some 
riders over to Metrobus or other 
means of transportation, hurting 
overall revenue. 

The $170,000 savings from cut- 
ting the Mall loop is being direct- 
ed toward extending the hours 
on the Union Station-Navy Yard 
route, which includes Pennsylvania 
Avenue SE and the Eighth Street

Fairfax officials pick 
new station monikers 
after intense dispute 

Fairfax, Va. 

Fairfax officials on Tuesday 
approved names for Metro sta- 
tions on the rail extension to Dull- 
es International Airport and Lou- 
doun County. 

But the Board of Supervisors’ 
decision came after a spirited debate, 
even after a comprehensive pub- 
lic input process that vetted doz- 
ens of names. 

Four stations in Tysons Corner 
and one in Reston are scheduled to 
open in late 2013. The rest of the 
line is tentatively slated to open by 
2016 and wiU extend to Route 772 in 
Loudoun. The extension, which has 
been called the Silver Line although 
a final name has not been selected, 
will include 11 stations, with eight 
in Fairfax. 

The debate Tuesday centered 
on naming a station in Herndon, 
now temporarily referred to as the 
Herndon-Monroe station. Its rec- 


ommended name is Herndon-Res- 
ton West. 

Hunter Mill District Supervisor 
Catherine M. Hudgins wanted to 
change the name to Reston-Hern- 
don West in an effort to recognize 
that many residents in the area live 
in or identify with Reston. Hudgins’ 
district includes Reston and some 
areas of Herndon. She is also chair 
of Metro’s board of directors. 

“You can’t get into the parking 
lot [of the station] without going 
into the area of Reston,” she said. 
“The travel pattern is oriented into 
the direction of the station.” 


Dranesville District Supervisor 
John W. Foust said that Hudgins’ 
proposed name reversal would only 
confuse riders. He proposed to just 
call it the Herndon Station. 

“I think it’s the simplest for 
the travelers that are going to use 
it,” said Foust, whose district also 
includes Herndon. “This isn’t about 
200 people that are going to be look- 
ing at it today. It’s about hundreds 
of thousands people who are going 
to be using it.” 

Both Hudgins’ and Foust’s 
motions to change the name failed.

Lessons From Fukushima 


Md. nuclear power 
plant looks for ways 
to prevent a repeat 
of Japan’s disaster 

Washington 

George Gellrich gets up at least once a 
night to check his computer. He needs 
to know: Was there another explosion 
at the crippled nuclear plant in Japan? 
Did they restore power to the pumps? 
Is there enough water in the spent fuel 
pool at Unit 4? Has the radioactive con- 
tamination grown worse? 

Gellrich, 52, is site vice president of 
the Calvert Cliffs Nuclear Power Plant, 
in charge of everything that happens 
at the sprawling complex by the Chesa- 
peake Bay in Southern Maryland. 

But the scramble on the other side of 
the world to contain the spiking radi- 
ation levels at the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear plant does not feel remote to 
him or his nearly 900 employees. It is a 
reminder of the question that is always 
in the back of their minds: What would 
they do if they were faced with a crisis 
on the scale of Fukushima’s?

“Fm very curious as to why they did 
some of the things they did because I 
think we would have managed it dif- 
ferently. But I don’t know the details 
of what they’re up against,” said Gell- 
rich, who worked as the plant man- 
ager from 2001 to 2004 at Three Mile 
Island, the site of the 1979 accident 
that changed the safety practices of 
the nuclear power industry. 

AFET Y IS IN OUR DNA’ 

At Calvert Cliffs, a focus on safety domi- 
nates the daily routines of everyone who 
works there. As they enter the plant, a 
machine sends puffs of air down their 
sides in search of hidden explosives. 
Inside, clocks count the days since the 
last breach of safety protocol. When 
they stand inside another machine, 
which measures their radiation levels, 
they hear a recorded voice from above 
intone, “Safety is in our DNA.” 


There is no starker example of the 
perils nuclear power workers poten- 
tially face than the 700 employees at 
the Fukushima plant, who have volun- 
teered to remain there to help stave off 
a full nuclear meltdown. 

Dubbed the “Fukushima 50” 
because they work in 50-person shifts, 
they are toiling in what one expert 
described as “hellish” conditions. So 
far, at least 17 have been exposed to 
high levels of radiation since the March 
11 earthquake and tsunami knocked 
out power at the plant, triggering the 
crisis. Last week three workers came 
into contact with radioactive water in 
a turbine room that might have leaked 
from a reactor core. 

Yet many employees at Calvert Cliffs 
find their predicament inspiring, not ter- 
rifying. “We’d be competing to be one of 
the 50, and I would be right in there,” 
said Tom Trepanier, 52, Calvert Cliffs’ 


general manager and a 30-year veteran 
of the nuclear power industry. 

STATE OF READINESS 

At Calvert Cliffs, employees spend their 
days in a calm yet relentless state of 
readiness. Around their necks, they 
wear monitors the size of a stopwatch 
that track their radiation exposure 
in real time. When they head to the 
secured area around the two reactors, 
they pass signs that read, “All accidents 
are preventable” and “Asking me to 
overlook a simple safety error is asking 
me to compromise my entire attitude 
toward the value of your life.” 

Fukushima is a reminder that there 
is always the possibility of a catastroph- 
ic event that no one anticipated. 

Trainers at Calvert Cliffs have already 
created a simulation based on the 
disaster. Gellrich also has assembled a 
team to try to determine how well the 
plant’s procedures, training and equip- 
ment would do during a Fukushima- 
type crisis. He has been pleased with 
the results. But he worries about the 
disaster’s impact on public support for 
nuclear power. “We’re only as strong, 
as our weakest plant,” Gellrich said,.

Teams rethink their strategy 
for developing pitchers to be 
their stoppers in the bullpen 


Pro Baseball 

Drew Storen’s road to the Nationals’ full-time 
closer’s job was newly paved, well-lit, clearly 
marked and lined with plentiful rest stops. Sto- 
ren had been drafted as a closer, plucked out of 
Stanford with the 10th overall pick of the 2009 
draft. He had been developed as a closer, signing 
with the Nationals immediately after the draft 
and squeezing in 28 minor league appearances 
in 2009 at three levels. And he had been groomed 
as a closer, arriving in Washington in May 2010 
to set up for veteran closer Matt Capps — then, 
after the trade of Capps, converting five of seven 
save opportunities down the stretch. 

By this spring, the full-time closer’s job essen- 
tially was his to lose. But in reality, Storen’s road 
would not be as easy as it appeared. Nor should 
anyone have expected it to be. 

Historically, teams usually don’t get the luxury 
of identifying future closers so early in the devel- 
opment process; the great ones almost uniformly 
take longer, more winding paths to the job. And, 
indeed, Storen hit a roadblock this spring, when a 
series of poor performances left him in a more ten- 
uous position — at best, part of a closer-by-commit- 
tee that will share ninth-inning duties. 

With only 53 2/3 minor league innings under 
his belt, Storen, should he eventually ascend to 
the closer’s job and have a successful career, 
would be among only a handful of closers in 
recent history to hold that job with so little pro- 
fessional training. 

GOTTA START SOMEWHERE 

Indeed, teams seem increasingly willing to turn 
over the ninth inning to pitchers barely out of 
college — something practically unheard of a 
decade ago. 

Storen is 23 years old. Craig Kimbrel, who will 
be a co-closer for the Atlanta Braves, is 22. White 
Sox lefty Chris Sale, a 2010 draftee who was in

“I was grateful for them showing the faith in 
me,” Sale said. “That says a lot about the orga- 
nization, letting a rookie who just got out of col- 
lege pitch some pretty important innings for you 
down the stretch.” 

But to many old-school types, what it says 
about organizations — that they are now giv- 
ing the closer’s job to rookies with barely any 
minor league experience — isn’t good. It used to 
be said in baseball that every team has a great 
closer in its organization; the trick was to fig- 
ure out who it was. 

Indeed, a glance at the list of the all-time lead- 
ers in saves shows how closers were once devel- 
oped. Of the top 20 pitchers on the list, all but 
two (all-time leader Trevor Hoffman and eighth- 
place Troy Percival) had at least 300 minor league 
innings and/or at least 30 minor league starts 
before arriving in the majors. 

Even the New York Yankees’ Mariano Rivera 
— indisputably the greatest closer of all time — 
spent his entire minor league career as a starter, 
compiling 67 starts and 430 1/3 innings before 
cementing a job in the majors. 

“For me, it’s important that you have enough 
innings” in the minors, Rivera said. “You may 
have the ability, the stuff But the innings are 
important. You learn to pitch as a starter. And 
not only that, but you strengthen your arm. 
You get stronger as you pitch more and more.”

At the start of the season, Kye 
Allums was one of a kind — an 
openly transgender member of the 
George Washington women’s bas- 
ketball team. 

It wasn’t long before he became 
someone with an all-too-common 
problem: The athlete whose season 
is cut short because of a concus- 
sion. “My big thing is my memo- 
ry,” said Allums, who only played 
in eight games last season. “Like, 
when I start speaking. I’ll forget 
what I was talking about.” 

Allums suffered two concussions 
during games early in the season. 
The last one, he said, was his eighth 
concussion overall and happened 
when he ran into a screen that jerk- 
ed his head to the side and caused 
his brain “to shake around a little 
bit.” “I’ve been talking to the doc- 
tors a lot,” Allums said. “And they 
say if this was football. I’d pretty 
much be done.” 

On Nov. 3, Allums was the cen- 
ter of a news conference at which 
he announced: “I am a male on a 
female team.” He said he felt like a 
man inside a woman’s body but that 


he would postpone the treatments 
and surgery that would anatomi- 
cally change his gender because he 
wanted to continue playing basket- 
ball for the women’s team. 


Allums said in an interview this 
week that he doesn’t regret going 
public, nor does he regret putting 
off his testosterone treatments and 
surgery for basketball. He says the

Last month, Kye Allums’ mother 
told The Washington Post that her 
transgender child had been cleared 
to play after suffering two con- 
cussions but that school officials 
weren’t allowing him to return.

Track the Tremors 

In light of the recent quakes in 

Japan, New Zealand and Myanmar, I 
thought I'd review three apps that alert 
smartphone users to seismic activity. 
Earthquake Lite (above right, free, 
Android/Apple) This app lets you 
track temblors worldwide. You can 
sort the data based on location, time 
I or magnitude of the 
^ quake, and look at it 
J in a detailed Google 

HU? Maps view. It gathers 

its information based 
k on real-time data feeds 
from the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey plus a 
VittiilH couple other scientific 
agencies. A $2 ad-free version (called 
Earthquake) is also available for 
iPhones; it alerts you any time a quake 
of 6.0 magnitude or greater strikes. 
QuakeWatch (above left, $0.99, for 
iPhone) This app also pulls from the 
USGS, plus a few other data feeds. 

Its chief perk is its built-in Facebook 
and Twitter capabilities and GPS, so 
users can post their distance from the 
quakes directly to the social networks. 
Disaster Alert (free, Android/Apple) 

It also tracks tornadoes, hurricanes, 
typhoons, tsunamis and volcanic ac- 
tivity. Some users of this app report 
that it has alerted them to dangers, 
such as the Hawaiian flooding caused 
by the Japanese quake, even before 
the media broadcast warnings.

Kennedy’s Center 


Be it a grand opera 
or an intricate ballet, 
Mickey Berra's the 
brains backstage 


Local Profile 

When the Mariinsky Theatre’s 
“War and Peace” opera rolled 
into town last year, it brought 137 
trunks, 17 trucks, two cranes and 
20,000 pounds worth of hanging 
scenery. The largest set the Kenne- 
dy Center has ever contended with 
included a intricate mechanical 
shipwreck weighing tons. 

For Mickey Berra, the two-day 
logistical nightmare was “just 


another performance” — one of 
the 2,800 he coordinates each year. 
Though “ballets are always easier 
than operas,” he concedes. 

As vice president of production 
for the Kennedy Center, Berra has 
spent more time there than any 
actor, dancer, singer or director. 
His easy manner is deceptive. Well- 
trained and meticulous, he and his 
team of 28 perform grueling rou- 
tines with precision every evening 
behind the scenes. 

He witnessed the Kennedy 
Center’s birth in 1971; his first job 
was “pushing a piece of furniture 
onstage with stick.” Berra’s seen the 
Center grow into the busiest per- 
forming arts center in the country. 


Up Next 

Ballet, a Cinch 

Berra finished an internation- 
al youth ballet, “Proteges III," 
this past week and is on to a 
new challenge. Next week, the 
New York City Ballet performs a 
mixed repertory program of Bal- 
anchine works. ($25-$85,

“To me, it’s the diamond of D.C.,” 
Berra says. “And every company 
and performer that comes through 
just polishes it.” 

Originally from Petersburg, Va., 


Berra, 65, grew up working with 
the circus. He’s built like a boxer 
but talks theater like a critic, rat- 
tling off names of famed Russian 
companies like they’re old pals — 
which they are. 

Berra recalls Mariinsky visits 
from years past, back when the 
Russians were still Soviets (and 
when he maintains the KGB toured 
with them). He took the dancers out

for pizza and played pick-up basket- 
ball backstage with Mikhail Bary- 
shnikov. “I made shirts that said 
US. and U.S.S.R.: We Can Dance 
Together,”’ he says. 

He reserves formality for roy- 
alty, calling celebrities such as 
Cate Blanchett or Bob Dylan by 
first names. He seems too relaxed, 
almost too rosy, to direct a team of 
hardened stagehands. He doesn’t 
get nervous before shows. “We only 
use two ‘F’ words back here: fun 
and flexibility,” he says. 

Working backstage requires a 
lot of the latter. Berra remembers 
opening containers he assumes fell 
off a cargo ship during transport 
— when they arrived days before 
an opera, seawater gushed out, the 
costumes destroyed. “We learn to 
stay calm and improvise. Ninety- 
nine percent of the time the audi- 
ence won’t notice.” 

For the audience, the pro- 
ductions are always a thrill, and 
Berra’s diamond just shines a little 
brighter, katherine boyle (express)

NucLear-reLated sites 
see boost in interest 
after Japan's disaster 

Excursion 

Peek into a 320-foot blast crater 
in the Nevada desert or descend 
a Titan II missile silo in Arizona 
for a look at two of many “atom- 
ic tourism” sites around the world 
that offer history and sometimes 
lessons from the deadly aftermath 
of the nuclear age. 

The crisis in Japan has boosted 
interest in nuclear-related museums 
and plants, once-secret Manhattan 
Project complexes and areas laid 
waste by disaster. 

“Anecdotal evidence suggests 
that there is a great interest in 
things nuclear in general, and spe- 
cifically about the Japanese situa- 
tion,” said Allan Palmer, execu- 
tive director of the Atomic Testing 
Museum and Nevada Test Site His- 
torical Foundation in Las Vegas. 

Some atomic tourism stops: 

Titan Missile Museum 

The only Titan II missile silo open 
to the public — http://bit.ly/gn5jze 
— in what was once among the 
most secret locations in the country. 
Among the special tours: Museum 
staff will lead you and a group on 
a desert hike to explore the ruins 
of a missile site. 


Trinity Test Site 

The site of the first atomic bomb test, 
on July 16, 1945, located in New Mex- 
ico. The 19-kiloton explosion led to 
a quick end to the war in the Pacific 
and ushered in the Atomic Age. 

Atomic Testing 
Museum 

Minutes from the Las Vegas Strip, 
the museum — http://bit.ly/eoa05F 
— covers the Nevada Test Site, now 
the Nevada National Security Site, 
where atmospheric weapons tests 
were conducted. 

Hanford Nuclear Res- 
ervation 

The world’s first full-scale nuclear 
reactor is one stop on tours of the 
southeastern Washington state res- 
ervation created as part of the Man- 


hattan Project to build the atomic 
bomb — Hanford.gov. 

American Museum 
Of Science & Energy 

In Oak Ridge, Tenn., another Man- 
hattan Project secret city, fuel was 
enriched for the world’s first atom- 
ic bomb. A 20-minute video at the 
museum — http://bit.ly/dECc3H 

— goes in depth about the town’s 
story. 

Museum of Nuclear 
Science & History 

In Albuquerque, N.M., the museum 

— Nuclearmuseum.org — spans the 
dawn of the Atomic Age through 
the Cold War to modern nuclear 
medicine. It covers the secret Trin- 
ity test in the New Mexico desert.

Don't settle for the same-old grilled cheese 


Two slices of white bread and some 
cellophane-wrapped Kraft cheese 
singles: That’s the grilled cheese 
sandwich we grew up loving. But as 
we’ve matured, so has this classic 
nosh, morphing from a kiddie cui- 
sine into a very grown-up treat. 

“There’s so much beyond Ameri- 
can cheese and Wonder bread,” says 
Patrick Rathbone, owner/operator 
of the Big Cheese (Bigcheesetruck. 
com), a local food truck that fixes 
the toasty lunch staple. “There are 
so many artisan cheeses and so 
many possibilities.” 

One of Rathbone’s top sellers: 
the Midnight Moon, a melt-up of 
goat-milk gouda from Cowgirl 
Creamery (919 F St. NW; 202-393- 


6880) and caramelized onions. “It’s 
a little tart, a little sweet,” he says. 
“People rave.” 

Grilled cheese seems as Amer- 
ican as apple pie, which explains 
its enduring appeal. “It’s comfort- 
ing, it takes minutes to make, and 
it tastes good,” says Falls Church, 
Va., blogger Mary Cunningham of 
the Arugulafiles.typepad.com. 

But grilled cheese stands up 
well to international spins, too, as 


evidenced by Jaleo’s Spanish-style 
sandwich, a blend of Manchego, 
Murcia, Valdeon and goat quesos 
with truffle oil and honey aioli. 
“We use rustic bread and put it in 
the panini machine. The result: a 
hot and melting sandwich,” says 
Ramon Martinez, head chef of 
Jaleo’s D.C. location (480 7th St. 
NW; 202-628-7949). 

To create your ovm killer combo, 
trust your taste buds. “Use your 
imagination and what’s in your 
refrigerator,” says Laura Werlin, 
author of the new book “Grilled 
Cheese, Please!” ($17, Andrews 
McMeel). “If there are ingredients 
you like, instead of putting them 
on the side of the plate, put them 
on the sandwich.” 

Werlin once combined Gruyere 
and Gorgonzola with hazelnut but- 
ter and honey. “It sounded wacky, 
but I like those flavors,” she says. “It 
turned out to be one of my favorite 
sandvdches. Nut butters lend them- 
selves more to grilled cheese than

MOZZARELLA WITH 
CRISPY PROSCIUTTO 
AND BROCCOLI R ABE 


Ingredients 
» 8 thin slices prosciutto 
» 1/4 cup olive oil 
» 12 ounces broccoli rabe, 
tough stems removed and 
coarsely chopped 
» 1 teaspoon fresh lemon juice 
» 1/8 teaspoon red pepper 
flakes 

» 1/8 teaspoon salt 
» 8 sandwich-size slices 
Italian bread 

» 8 ounces mozzarella cheese, 
sliced or coarsely grated 

Makes Four Sandwiches 

Heat a Large nonstick skillet over 
nnediunn heat. Add prosciutto slices 
to skillet; cook until browned and 
crisp, about two nninutes on each side. 
Transfer to paper towels to drain. 

Add a Little olive oil to pan. Heat 
over nnediunn-high heat for one nnin- 
ute. Add the rabe. Cook, stirring oc- 
casionally, until soft and bright green 
yet caranneLized around a few of the 
edges, five to seven nninutes. Add 
Lennon juice, red pepper flakes and 
salt, and toss. Rennove rabe to a plate. 
Wipe out skillet. 



Brush the rennaining oil on one side 
of each slice of bread. Place four slices 
of bread, oil side down, on your work 
surface. Distribute rabe and top with the 
prosciutto. Pile cheese on top and top 
with rennaining bread slices, oil side up. 

Heat a Large nonstick skillet over 
nnediunn heat. Put sandwiches into the 
pan and cover. Cook for three to four 
nninutes, until undersides are golden 
brown. Turn sandwiches, pressing 
each one firnnly with a spatula to 
flatten. Cover and cook for two to 
three nninutes, until undersides are 
browned. Rennove the cover, turn the 
sandwiches once nnore, and press 
firnnly with the spatula once again. 
Cook for one minute, or until the 
cheese has melted.

you might think.” 

Seasonal ingredients also prove 
good choices. “I go to the farmers 
market and see what’s in season,” 
says Cunningham, who’s incor- 
porated everything from aspar- 
agus to hot-pepper jelly in Sam- 
mies. “Adding whatever’s at the 
market to a grilled cheese on Sun- 
day afternoon is a really fantastic 
way to have lunch.” 

To achieve maximum melt, use 
grated cheese, not sliced. Cook your 
sandwich at a low temperature for a 
longer time, and put a lid on it. “That 
helps the cheese melt faster without 
the bread burning,” Werlin says. 

For bread, opt for thinner rather 
than thicker slices for a good bread- 


to-cheese ratio, and avoid bread 
with a high moisture level, such 
as pumpernickel. “Really strong 
breads like sourdough work well,” 
says Cunningham. 

When it comes time to cook, 
“if you’re in the mood for a cheesy, 
greasy grilled cheese, don’t be 
afraid of butter,” Cunningham 
says. “For something lighter, bake 
the sandwich or use a grill.” 

But no matter how you make it, 
don’t wolf down your grilled cheese. 
“Wait five minutes before eating 
the sandwich,” Werlin says. “As 
you let it cool, the flavors emerge.” 
After all, if the grilled cheese has 
grown up, so should the way you
